ance in its relation to the length of 
rural school tern the more evident 
it becomes that we need an aroused 
public opinion 
for 
a better rural 
school attendance and a more rigid 
and 
effective 
enforcement 
of 
compulsory attendance laws to make 
sure of this better attendance—not 
alone for the bettermen of the chil­ 
dren themselves, but as a matter of 
simple justice to the taxpayers. 
It 
is unjust to tax A to pay for teach­ 
ing B’s children' when the authority 
that levies and collects the tax from 
A allows B to keep his children out 
of school whether it be through in­ 
difference, ignorance or selfishness. 
Furthermore, it is a 
crime against 
B’s children to let him keep them 
out of school. 
Whether 
poor 
at­ 
tendance of pupils comes from in­ 
difference of parents, 
a 
sleeping 
public opinion or a lax enforcement 
of compulsory attendance laws—or 
from ail of these things—the penal­ 
ty falls hardest and most 
directly 
upon the children in their lost op­ 
portunity for an education, though 
society must pay a heavy toll in the 
end for its owrn sinning against such 
children. 
As a concrete example 
of 
the 
magnitude and 
gravity 
of these 
problems in some of the States, take 
Pennsylvania. 
The 
enrollment 
in 
her public schools for the year end­ 
ing July 5, 1915, reached the colos­ 
sal figure of T,461,937. 
The aver­ 
age daily attendance in her public 
schools for that year was 1,166,513 
—making her average daily absence 
climb to the startling number 295,- 
*424. The cost of enforcing the com­ 
pulsory attendance law in Pennsyl­ 
vania for the same year was $198,- 
991.71. 
These figures cover 
both 
rural and urban schools 
The latest 
available statistics on separate at­ 
tendance 
in 
urban 
and 
rural 
schools of 
Pennsylvania 
(1910) 
showr that the 
number 
attending 
daily in every 100 enrolled 
in 
the 
urifcjm schools,of this State was 82, 
while in the rural schools 
it 
wTas 
only 76.6. 
It is evident, 
therefore, 
that the rural schools of 
Pennsyl­ 
vania had a larger percent of pu­ 
pils in the 295,424 daily 
absentees 
than did its 
Urban schools. 
Yet 
Pennsylvania is 
one of the 
six 
’States with the highest daily attend­ 
ance. 
Statisticians claim that every day 
a pupil attends school is worth nine 
dollars to him 
On 
this basis 
the 
295,424 pupils daily 
absent 
from 
Pennsylvania’s school last year cost 
over $2,655,000 daily, or 
for 
the 
school term of 170 days, over $450,- 
000,000. 
For the nation at large the 
5,000,000 boys and girls daily ab­ 
sent from school lost thereby on a 
school term of 160 
days, 
$7,200,- 
000,000.

women and children of. the west—to 
work for an 8-hour day for women 
and for laws providing that women 
shall be paid the same wages as men 
for equal amounts of work." 


Miss Jeanette Rankin, newly elect- 


ed republican congresswoman from 
Montana, was sewing as she said this 
today. 


"Of course," said Miss Rankin, "I 


know that I will be the first woman 
member of congress, but I won't be 
the last and I believe I will be re- 
ceived with courtesy and as an equal 
by those eastern congressmen even 
if they 
are 
enemies of 
suffrage. 


While' working for 
suffrage in the 


east, I 
found that no matter how 


strenuous our opponents fought us 
they were always ready to listen to 
us." 


In addition to her 8-hour day and 


equal wage laws, Miss Rankin in- 
tends to fight for equal suffrage from 
the moment she gets into the capital. 
Her suffrage bill, she says, will be 
one of the first introduced at the -next 
session. She also plans and declares 
her intentions of seeking extensions 
of the 
child labor laws,

it becomes that.we need an aroused 
public opinion for a better 
rural 


school attendance and a more rigid 
and 
effective 
enforcement 


compulsory attendance laws to make 
sure of tjris better attendance—-not 
alone ''for the bettennen of the chil- 
dren themselves, but as a matter of 
simple justice to the taxpayers. It 
is unjnst to tax A to pay for teach- 
ing B's children' when the authority 
that .levies and collects the tax from 
A allows._B"to keep his children put 
of school whether it be through in- 
difference, ignorance or 
selfishness.. 


Furthermore, it is a crime against 
B's children to let him keep them 
out of school. Whether poor 
at- 


tendance' of pupils comes 'from- in- 
difference of parents, 
a 
sleeping 


public opinion or a lax enforcement 
of compulsory attendance laws—or 
from all of these thingsr-^-the penal- 
ty falls hardest and most directly 
upon the children in their lost op- 
portunity for an education, though 
society must pay a heavy toll in the 
end for its own sinning against such 
children. 


As a concrete example 
of the 


magnitude and 
gravity of these 


problems in some o'f the States, take 
Pennsylvania. 
The enrollment 
in 


her public schools for the yean end- 
ing July 5, 1915, reached the colos- 
sal figure of 1,461,937. The aver- 
age daily attendance in her public 
schools for that year was 1,166,513 
—making her average daily albseccc 
climb to the startling number 295.,- 
"424. The cost of enforcing the com- 
pulsory attendance law in Pennsyl- 
vania-for the same year was $198,- 
991.71. 
These figures cover both 


rural and urban schools 
The latest 


available statistics on separate at- 
tendance in 
urban 
and 
rural 


schools of Pennsylvania 
(1910) 


show that the 
number 
attending 


daily in every 100 enrolled in the
